Truxen told his 
cellulate, Hubert L. Boyer, that, as­ 
sisted by two white men, he had mur­ 
dered Squire Kindt and buried the 
body iu a lonely spot on a mountain 
about two miles from Millport. 
Seeing an opportunity to ( lear his 
father's memory, Howard Kindt, son 
of the squire, now living in Brooklyn, 
set out to solve the mystery. He ob- 
tained tile parole of Boyer, who bud 
written down Truxen’s confession, glv 
lug in detail the planning and eve* ti- 
Hon of the crime aud the burial of Hie 
body. 
A party composed of Kindt, several 
Blends aud relatives began to scan n 
for the burial spot. The directions set 
down by Boyer proved to be actutate, 
for with a little digging the bones of 
Squire Kindt 
were found, together 
with some mold) documents which es­ 
tablished the identity of the remains. 
Squire Kindt was a leading citizen 
of Carbon count), widely known and 
trusted. One day tie left bis borne to 
go to Baston to place in a bank some 
money belonging to an estate of which 
fc* was executor. He did not arrive at 
Easton and was never seen afterward.
